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THE ECONOMY 


The pound is up and the warnings for Britain’s economy are dire. 


Why should this be? A strong currency is usually a sign of 


economic success after all. Germany’s Deutschemark, Japan’s 
Yen and the US dollar have all been strong ‘hard currencies’ 
while their economies have performed well. Why is it that only 
when Britain’s currency strengthens it means bad news? 


The answer, as said in BN many 
times before is that our economy is 
so lopsided. Britain exports three- 
quarters of its own manufactures 
and imports four-fifths of its own 
needs. Britain gets the worst of all 
possible worlds: economic 
downturns abroad affect the 
country badly as does a higher 
exchange rate since British goods 
exported become dearer and hence 
fail to sell — damaging our 
economy once, and imports coming 
in become even cheaper thus 
damaging our economy a second 
time. | 

In the General Election, the BNP 
argued that only a progressive ban 
on foreign imports and the 
rebuilding 6f our manufacturing 
base offered any long term 
economic salvation for Britain and 
the British. It simply isn’t possible 
to have a nation entirely engaged in 
the service sector — staffing shops, 
cleaning windows and offering 
consultancies. Someone has got 
to be engaged in making 
something of value, in creating 
real wealth. Labour, like the Tories, 
are committed to the international 
system of unfair free trade and 


‘economic globalisation’ where 
Britons cannot compete with wage 
rates Y%ssthat of workers in the Far 
East. Nothing will be done about 
the continued deindustrialisation 
which has turned Britain from 
economic superpower to pauper 
state in just a few decades.

Four days later, Doulton announced 
the loss of 330 jobs at its potteriés 
in Stoke! A day after that it was 
revealed that Indonesian made 
Royal Doulton is being sold all over 
the UK including Staffs!

The vote this month in

The tragedy in Paris has brought 
fresh urgency and relevance to the 
BNP’s demands for the reform of the 
media. It confirms that the BNP was 
right to go into the recent general 
election with a manifesto containing 
the most comprehensive proposals on 
this vital subject of any party. 

It isn’t just a matter of protecting 
individuals from unjustifiable 
harassment at times of private joy or 
grief. The concentration of enormous 
power to mould public opinion in the 
grip of a handful of media moguls — 
often of foreign origin and with 
questionable loyalty to Britain and her 
institutions and traditions has been 
the biggest single factor in the decay of 
British freedoms and the undermining 
oftrue democracy. Itisin orderto undo 
this deadly damage to the body politic 
—aswellasto protect other individuals 
from the vicious attentions of the media 
hyenas — that the BNP now redoubles 
its call: for sweeping reforms to 
democratise the media and to restore 
therights ofindividuals and the nation 
as a whole. The urgent, all-round 
changes we demand are: 


THE RIGHTTO PRIVACY é 

There must be a legally enforceable 
right to privacy guaranteed to every 
law-abiding citizen, regardless of 


to that which can be afforded & 
according to current political and 
economic trends; Or rebuild British 
industry, halt foreign imports, stop 
immigration and reaffirm the principles 
made by Beveridge all those years ago. 
None of the establishment parties 
will back the latter course, not even 
Labour which founded the welfare 
state. The system which eliminated 
the poor law and provided a safety net 
against unemployment, old age andill & 
health is in retreat. The Tories began 
by freezing children’s allowances, F; 
breaking the link between pensions je 
and earnings, and they began the @ 
dismantling of the NHS. Allthetimeof @ 
course, crocodile tears were shed along 
with mealy mouthed assurances that 
“the NHS is safe in our hands.” 
While the Tories began the attack, 
only Labour will be able to deliver the 
death blow to the social safety net 
since if the Tories did it, the outcry 
would bring down a Tory government. 
Labour, on the other hand, seen as the 
‘friend’ of the Beveridge legacy will be 
able to get away with the murder of 
pensions and the NHS in the same way 
that the previous Tory government got 
away with devastating defence cuts 
and rocketing immigration. 
Chancellor Gordon Brown gave 
notice before the election that: “Our 
pledges are not commitments.” As 
part of that, pensioners will now have 
to pay for their doctor’s prescriptions 
and ‘Tory’ Blair has signalled the 
likelihood of charges to even see a 
doctor. With the end of tax relief on 
private health insurance for the over- 
60s, some 100,000 are likely to revert 
back to the NHS to place the service 
under even more strain than it has 
been. The increase in the number of 
immigrants with AIDS continues 
unabated as does the numbers of 
Europeans (up to 350 last month) 
flocking to Britain to receive expensive

Those waiting 
for more than a year stand at 47,000. 
Health Authorities are warning of 
another fraught winter as money 
runs out, and this is after the £1,200 
million cash advance made already! 
Certainly some of this is down to the 
Tories, but since Labour are 
following the Tory agenda and refuse 
to inject the resources necessary to 
change things, they must take full 
responsibility. As Lib-Dem health 
spokesman Evan Harris put it:

AUSTRALIA 


Pauline Hanson’s One Nation 
Party continues to make progress 
in Australia. Establishment dirty 
tricks continue however amid 
signs that things are hotting up. A 
couple of months ago, newspaper 
opinion polls were published which 
. ‘proved’ her support was waning, 
showing just 8%. The idea was to 
employ the herd instinct and have 
Aussies abandon One Nation. It 
has since emerged in the media 
now that the poll was a carefully 
managed piece of propaganda, 
with the poll taken in a single inner 
city area of almost no One Nation 
support. Since then, more 


representative polls show support 
at around 15% — more in One 
Nation strongholds. 


Recently Pauline 
Hanson’s Oxley 
constituency 
boundaries have been 
‘rearranged’ by 
government chiefs to 
include bigger chunks 
of territory inhabited 
by Aboriginals. Polls 
quickly found that her 
poll rating in Oxley was 
still 64 per cent! 

Leftist demonstrators continue to 
employ violence against One Nation 
meetings. This tactic seems to be 
backfiring however, as every riot 
increases support for Hanson. In an 
escalation of terror, one ofher elected 
officials has actually been shot. 
Again, this cowardly act has 
increased her approval ratings. 

Such is Hanson’s support 
that prominent politicians and 
“back room boys’ from other 
parties are defecting to One 
Nation. Dr. Michael Selley a 
Scientist and formerly 
manager of his own high-tech 
company defected to One 
Nation in July. Selley who had 
been the chief of staff to 
Science Minister Peter 
McGauran wants to help One 
Nation financially and 
organisationally and to 
organise a rally in Gippsland, 
the heart of McGauran’s 
electorate. Selley said that: 
“The McGaurans are the local 
lords of the manor’’, and that 
his former boss was vulnerable 
to a strong One Nation 
candidate.

Selley’s defection to One Nation 
comes not long after David Oldfield, 
a government staffer to 
Parliamentary Secretary Tony Abbott 
left for One Nation in May. 


A year after it was discovered that

In typical newspeak, the anti- 
white race discrimination was 
known as ‘affirmative

EURO ELECTIONS! 


Party leader John Tyndall announced 
that the British National Party would 
contest the next elections to the 
European Parliament in 1999. 

The decision which marks a 
reversal of previous practice comes 
after the full benefits of the party 
grabbing a party political broadcast 
at the General Election and having 
millions of leaflets delivered by the 
Post Office have become apparant. 

Previously, the party refrained 
from fighting for seats in Europe on 
the grounds that voters disillusioned 
with Europe probably wouldn’t turn 
out to vote. 

The BNP is to fight a minimum 
of TWENTY Euro seats at the 
next Euro elections to make the 
party’s biggest electoral showing 
ever. | 

Euro seats typically incorporate 
eight parliamentary seats and so the 

party will be contesting the equivalent 


of 160 seats at a General Election — 
almost a three-fold increase on May. 
The problems of contesting more 
than twenty Euro seats are different 
from the General Election in May. 
Four months ago the party stood in 
56 seats. Fifty-six candidates had to 
be found and election agents had to 
complete paper work for all 56 
candidates. In 1999, the amount of 
work done by election agents and 
the number of candidates needed 
will be cut by around two-thirds. 
But while the amount of work and 
manpower needed will be reduced, 
the amount of money needed for the 
elections will increase. This is 
primarily because, in order to take 
advantage of free postal delivery of 
our candidate’s election addresses, 
the election addresses will obviously 
have to be printed up and paid for. In 
the General Election, the BNP put 
out some 2% million leaflets. At the 


European Elections, the party will 
be putting out some 6-7 million 
leaflets, tripling the printing bill. 

Regions will be able to contest 
traditional areas, or to cast the 
recruiting net far out into the shires 
to reach people who will never have 
had a BNP leaflet before. Or even to 
do both! Great swathes of territory 
are waiting to be covered in this, the 
most massive recruiting exercise yet. 

Another bonus is that the election 
will almost certainly be held under 
proportional representation under a 
regional list system and this will be 
certain to boost the party’s vote. 

The printing bill for this election 
will be big and the party will have to 
make a big effort to fund it. One of 
the main reasons why the 
announcement has been made now 
is to give BNP branches and groups 
time to raise the necessary money. 
The time to start is now!
